MISSOURI FOOTBALL TEAM 
JOINS STUDENT PROTESTS

Student protests over racial incidents on the 
Missouri campus escalated dramatically over 
the weekend when at least 30 black football 
players announced they will not participate 
in team activities until the University of Mis- 
souri System’s president is removed. 

President Tim Wolfe gave no indication 
that he has any intention of stepping down, 
but agreed in a statement Sunday that “change 
is needed” and said the university is working 
to draw up a plan by April to promote diver- 
sity and inclusion. 

“I am dedicated to ongoing dialogue to ad- 
dress these very complex, societal issues as 
they affect our campus community,” Wolfe’s 
statement read. 


For months, black student groups have 
complained of racial slurs and other slights 
on the overwhelmingly white 35,000-student 
campus. 

On Saturday night, black members of the 
football team joined the outcry 

The athletes did not say explicitly whether 
they would boycott the team’s three remain- 
ing games this season. The Tigers’ next game 
is Saturday; canceling it could cost the school 
millions. 

Football coach Gary Pinkel expressed soH- 
darity with the black players on Twitter by 
posting a picture of the team and coaches 
locking arms. The tweet read: “The Mizzou 
Family stands as one. We are united. We are 
behind our players.” 


The statement from the football players in- 
cluded a photograph of 32 black men. Among 
them was Jonathan Butler, a black graduate 
student who is a week into a hunger strike to 
call attention to racial problems on campus. 

“The athletes of color on the University of 
Missouri football team truly believe ‘Injustice 
Anywhere is a threat to Justice Everywhere,’ ” 
the players said. “We will no longer participate 
in any football related activities until Presi- 
dent Tim Wolfe resigns or is removed due to 
his negligence toward marginalized students’ 
experience. WE ARE UNITED!!!!!” 

Some of the protests have been led by an 
organization called Concerned Student 1950, 
which gets its name from the year the univer- 
sity accepted its first black student. 


It has demanded among other actions that 
Wolfe “acknowledge his white male privilege,” 
that he be removed immediately and that the 
school adopt a mandatory racial-awareness 
program and hire more black faculty and staff 

Already, at Chancellor R. Bowen Loftin’s 
request, the university has announced plans 
to require diversity training for all new stu- 
dents starting in January, along with faculty 
and staff 

On Sunday Wolfe said most of the 1950 
group’s demands have aheady been incorpo- 
rated in the university’s draft plan for promot- 
ing diversity and inclusion. 

The school’s undergraduate population is 
79 percent white and 8 percent black, accord- 
ing to the Columbia Daily Tribune.

oiming a black leather dress, a 
bright blue fiir coat and platform 
sneakers, Katarina Visnevska could pass 
for a weekend clubgoer at the Loop’s 
popular Roof on The Wit. But her pres- 
ence demands attention as she steps 
onto a raised platform in the middle of 
the busy lounge. 

While the DJ begins to spin Daft Punk’s 
“Get Lucky,” Visnevska searches for the right 
notes. It takes only a few seconds before she 
tilts her chin toward a dollar sign-shaped elec- 
tric violin and starts to play 

Her long blond hair absorbs the blue and 
pink hues of the club’s bouncing spotlights. 
With each stroke of the bow, she bobs and 
sways, forcing strands of hair to leap around 
her face in a fit of musical fervor. Amplified 
low G notes, high E notes and every power- 
ful chord in between vibrate the room, pull- 
ing her listeners into a symphony of electric 
sound and energy. 

Illuminated phones pop out from the 
crowd to capture Visnevska— or Kat V, her 
stage name— the electric violinist who ac- 
companies the DJ in perfect improvised har- 
mony Helene Dacey, a 24-year-old Lincoln 
Park resident, is one such audience member. 

“Oh my God! You are so awesome,” Dacey 
screams to Visnevska, reaching for a hug as 
she steps off the platform. “I have never seen 
the viohn like that before.” 

In Chicago’s diverse club scene, electric 
musicians— specifically violinists — are a nov- 
elty in rising demand, according to Clayton 
de la Chapelle, a talent buyer with The Music 
Trust, a Chicago-based company that books 
and ahgns venues with musical talent. 

“Clubs are always looking for more inter- 
active experiences with their audiences,” he 
said. “Whenever they ask for something more 
upscale and sexy I always book Kat.” 

Visnevska has performed in many of Chi- 
cago’s favorite clubs, including Underground, 
Cuvee, Shay and Spybar, just to name a few. 
Now she’s travehng the country to perform 
on behalf of major brands such as Patron. But 
the Gold Coast resident’s journey to the top 
wasn’t easy 

Visnevska’s late grandmother, who played 
viola for the Latvian National Symphony Or- 
chestra, started training her in classical mu- 
sic when she was just 5 years old. Visnevska 
moved to the U.S. at age 16 and later graduated 
from DePaul University with a major in mu- 
sic performance. At the time, Visnevska was 
sure she wanted to take the traditional route 
and become a concert violinist just Hke her 
grandmother. But when it came time for her 
to pursue those professional opportunities 
after graduation, she decided to change paths. 

“I realized that the orchestra fife was not 


ahgned with my interests in modern music,” 
she said. “I wanted to be playing music that 
everyone would listen to— I wanted to be rel- 
evant.” 

In a typical orchestra, Visnevska said, vio- 
linists are trained to 
sound exactly like the 
concertmaster, blend- 
ing in total harmony 
For her, the idea of 
sticking to notes that 
were written by others 
was too limiting. She 
wanted to break free 
from the boundaries 
set by classical music. 

“I knew I wanted it 
all to come together 
somehow: my classi- 
cal training and my 
love for jazz and im- 
provisation,” Visnevs- 
ka said. “I wanted to 
connect face-to-face 
with my audience. 

And most of aU, I 
wanted to feel like one 
whole complete being 
with the instrument 
in that moment.” 

She found her 
niche a few years 
ago when she was of- 
fered the opportunity to show off her skills 
by accompanying the DJ at Double A in 
River North. The manager at the time, Vic- 
tor DeLeon, had just returned from a trip to 
Brazil, where he saw vioHnists performing in 


the vibrant nightlife scene. Darcy Demmel, 
a 34-year-old Old Town resident, was in the 
crowd for Visnevska’s debut. 

“What we heard that night five years ago 
was awe-inspiring,” Demmel said. “We were 
hooked.” 

Despite not being 
huge fans of the club 
scene, Demmel and 
her husband were at 
Roof on The Wit for 
Visnevska’s most re- 
cent performance. 

No matter what 
club she’s performing 
at, Visnevska said she 
walks on stage with- 
out knowing exactly 
what songs will come 
from the DJ booth. 

“I’m always free- 
styhng. Usually, like 
on this night at the 
Roof, I only know 
the DJ’s name. I have 
no idea what [he or} 
she’s going to play I’m 
completely blind,” 
she said. “I have a per- 
fect pitch, so I listen 
for the key and then 
for the style of music. 
If it’s housey or hip- 
hoppy then I ... give it that kind of feel.” 

Demmel said that’s what makes the shows 
so memorable. 

“I think knowing that she is freestyling is 
the coolest part of it,” Demmel explained. 


“I always liked the violin and I hke modern 
music, but watching them come together in 
total spontaneity is something I love.” 

For Visnevska, opportunities to freestyle in 
front of an attentive crowd validate her career 
choice. This year, she even picked up DJ-ing 
and plans to spin her own original mixes and 
play violin at the same time. 

“There’s no worrying about if I am going to 
hit all the right notes. In classical performanc- 
es, everyone knows the program, they’ve 
heard that concerto 200 to 300 times,” she 
said. “They know what to expect; they know 
every note that needs to be played. You spend 
hours practicing and worrying about how 
your performance is going to go.” 

Over the past few months, Visnevska has 
joined Rod Stewart on stage, performed with 
Manic Focus at North Coast Musical Festival 
and collaborated with Chicago rapper Prob- 
Cause for an upcoming release. She added 
that she hopes to release an album of her orig- 
inal work this January 

While her love for classical music will nev- 
er fade, Visnevska’s unintentional rebellion 
against the genre’s boundaries helped her cre- 
ate a new landscape in Chicago’s busy music 
scene. And that’s something she hopes her 
late grandmother would be proud of 

“I think it’s an artist’s responsibility, if we’re 
alive today, to connect to our surroundings 
and to the energy that is around us and to the 
relevant events that are happening,” Visnevs- 
ka said. “Through time, music has always told 
a story of that time, and music from our gen- 
eration should do the same.”

You may have heard 
of Amy Schumer. 

She hosted “Saturday 
Night Live” about a 
month ago and re- 
cently won an Emmy 
for her show “Inside 
Amy Schumer.” If 
that doesn’t ring a bell 
and you somehow 
haven’t seen her virtu- 
ally everywhere in the 
latter portion of this 
year, maybe you saw “Trainwreck”? I mean, 
of course you saw it— everyone from your 
mom to your co-worker’s dog jumped on the 
movie’s bandwagon this summer, so much so 
that it’s part of the increasingly deafening con- 
versation about Oscar 2016 predictions. Let 
me be clear: That screenplay does not deserve 
a nomination. 

Here’s the fresh story the 34-year-old come- 
dian and first-time screenwriter concocted: 
Girl falls for guy, guy asks girl to change, girl 
changes and they five happily ever after. It’s 
basically “Grease” with vagina jokes. Sandy 
strapped on her leather, and Amy threw away 
all her bongs. Not exactly modern or revolu- 
tionary Just a story (which, by the way, arrives 
on DVD Tuesday) about a man without an arc 
and a girl who “grows up” only to the degree 
that she can stiU perform for her dude in a 
cheerleader outfit. 


And with Schumer’s sudden omnipresence, 
it’s worth noting that she’d have you believe 
she didn’t go the way of her “Trainwreck” 
character and clean up her act; she’s stiU mak- 
ing the same alcoholic-related jokes that have 
propped up her comedy throughout her ca- 
reer. When she presented at the Emmys, she 
remarked that she was glad to give out the first 
award “because I have a blackout scheduled 
for 10 p.m.” She joked in her “SNE’ mono- 
logue that the first question she asked Hillary 
Clinton was, “Do you drink?” According to 
Schumer, one of her most frequent Google 
searches is, “Can I drink on these antibiotics?” 

She wants you to think that she drinks her- 
self into a stupor every day of the week, which 
is (not) hilarious considering that she writes, 
produces and stars in her own Emmy-wimiing 
show, opened one of the few successful mov- 
ies this summer and is currently pushing for 
gun control reform in Congress. It’s just not 
possible to be successful at that level while 
being a trainwreck. 

This is where you say, “Schumer is playing 
a character! Why are you taking issue with 
her decision to pretend she’s a drunken mess 
for the sake of comedy?” Well, for one, it’s 
just not that funny, and such an odd contrast 
from what she does offstage. Consider the 
rightly acclaimed material she’s recently cre- 
ated on her show: a vicious commentary on 
Hollywood’s ageism in “Last F**kable Day,” 
a takedown of the relationship between 


football and rape culture in a “Friday Night 
Lights” parody and a remake of “12 Angry 
Men” that observes the intense scrutiny of 
women’s appearances. At her best, Schumer 
is devastatingly clever and pointed. She’s also 
infinitely funnier as a brilliant feminist than 
as a drunk girl character. 

But the real issue is that Schumer is revered 
for her honesty Everyone loves that she’ll tell 
it like it is. In her “Live at the Apollo” special, 
she commented that one of her New Aear’s 
resolutions was to “just once, take off a pair 
of underwear and have it not look like I blew 
my nose in it.” Ugh. Talk about a joke that 
instantly upped the awkward of the room. 

But that’s Schumer! Men have been making 
penis jokes for years, so what’s wrong with an 
uncomfortably honest vagina truth? 

As long as Schumer holds on to her drunk 
girl persona, though, she’ll be holding herself 
back from the honesty that makes her com- 
edy interesting and forward-thinking in the 
first place. I don’t doubt that her life is stiU 
messy and compUcated and fuU of mistakes, 
but I find it hard to believe that those mis- 
takes involve daily blackouts. I’m not sure why 
she stUl finds that ripe for the stage and saves 
her biting cultural insights for her shovw She 
may have seen success with “Trainwreck,” but 
it’s time to move forward and mine material— 
the success and the faUures— from her current 
life as Amy Schumer, not ‘Amy Schumer.”
